Rurtly bu inch a grand gatherinK of 
Irifebmca and women aaaembled together 
in LoniMpilte as that which gtaocd Hiber- 
nian HaU on Tneaday night, when Divis- 
ion 1, A. O. H., held a aocial aeaaion in 
honor of the L«(He«' Auiiliary. Young 
and old were tliere to listen to music of 
Irelaixl, to lieiir addresses on Irish and 
Catholic topics and to eiicouiage the 
members of a great and noble society, 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians. 

The large audience wat welcomed by 
Preaident Mike Tynaa, who introduced 
David O'ConncU, Chairman of the Lite- 
inry Coaunittcc. in whoee chafge the 
ex«filMi«(thc craning were eondncted. 
Chatrnan O'Connell made a graceful 
little address and in turn introduced 
Newtou G. Rogers, the well known at- 
torney, who', spoke at Ungtli on the 
"French Laws of Religious Associations." 

Mr. Rogers gave a graphic recital of 
the relations that had existed between 
France and the Holy See for fourteen 
ecatnriea. how that country had been 
IkTond with the tiUe. "Daughter of the 
Chnicb." Then he toM the atoty of 
Prance'a downfall from grace, how the 
politidana had brought diaaatcr upon the 
country by trying to aboliah religion 
within the con lines of the country. "No 
nation can be progressive without mor- 
als," said Mr. Rogers, "and there can be 
no morals without religion." The speaker 
devoted some time to the career of M. 
Combea, the French Premier, who is 
mainly reaponaible for tbe iniquitous law 
which baa driven prieats and nuna from 
the fair land of Prance and made it al- 

Combes was bom and reared a Catholic 

and studied for the priesthood, even 
takiug minor ecclesiastical orders. Sud- 
denly he broke away from the church 
and her teachings. Where he had once 
been son and student he became an im- 
placable foe. In this respect Combes 
waa like manv other foes of the church, a 
rencpde Catholic, and the worat foca tbe 
ehnrch has ever hsi to coalead with 
have been Prenehmeo. 

Mr. Rogers acored the Preach ariatoc- 
racy for its supinenesa and cowardice in 
failing to support Count Albert de Munn, 
who leads the opposition to the enemies 
of tbe republic and church. This condi- 
tion, he said, will continue to exiat nntil 
the people of France arise and take tbe 
government in their own bands. Mr. 
Kflgera' addreaa waa Uatened to with at- 
tcntloB and waa frequently spplanded. 

The next featum of the programme 
was a piano aolo by Mrs. Oeorgc Barrett, 
of New Albany. She delighted and 
thrilled the large audience with a selection 
entitled "A trip from Louisville to Ire- 
land and return via Dixie." Mrs. Har- 
rett's performance on the piai-.o was pro- 
nounced to be tbe best ever heard in 
Hibernian Hall and was received with 
great enthusiasm. Mra. William T.

Thomaa WSlSh, the Irlsh>Americsn 
lawyer and poet, when called upon made 
a brief address on the loyalty of tbe Iriah 
people to the Catholic church nud inter- 
spersed his remarks with amusing stories. 
Miss Mary Corcoran sang a pielty Irish 
ballad that met with favor. Thomas 
Dolan, a veteran Hibernian, told a num- 
ber of humorons aneetetea, including one 
on David O'Coaaell, the Cb s ina a B of the 
•vcaing. 

Kr. O'Coanell bronght the evening to 
a close with a brief reaamc of the work 

accomplished by the Hibernian of Lod^ 
ville during the Ipst quarter of a oentnry, 
where more than |1 8,000 had been ex- 
pended in sick and death benefits by 
Divisions 1 alone. Incidentally he told 
what the order had done and was doing 
in other cities. This closed one of the 
moat delightful evenings ever spent in 
this city by s crowd of Iriah men and 
women. Members <rf the I^sdies' Aux- 
iliary, in whoae honor the eatotainment 
waa given, were pceaent in large num- 
bers. All of the SUte and county officers 
'were Ukewise present, and all join in the 
wiah that other divisioas aiay follow the 
example of No. 1.

James B. Kelly, the new Grand Presi- 
dent of the Y. M. I., Kentucky Jnrisdic 
tion, ia Showing the ssme sbllity and 
willingneas to hnstle for the order in 
Kentucky ss he did when a private in 
the ranks of Trinity CoundL He hss 
just issued a communication to every 
council and to ever" member in his juris- 
liiction, in which he urges all to increase 
the membership of Iheir respective coun- 
cils so that Kentucky may have two del- 
egates to the next Supreme Council. 

In hia letUr Grand President Kelly 
aaya it ia the wiah ot the grand ofBcera to 
extend the privilegea and benefits of 
tbe order to all Catholic men, not only 
by organizing new councils, hut urging 
the old ones to increase their member' 
ship. He asks each council to take up 
the matter and to adopt the best plan 
suitable to the locality. Mr. Kelly sug- 
gests that an emblem of the order be 
given the one who aecures the greatest 
nnadMT of aew members within a aped- 
fied time; that members be credited 
with two montha' dnca for every aew 
membv bronght into the conadl; that 
tbe respective Presidents select two cap- 
tains, and they in turn aelect an equal 
number of members, and that the two 
teams get up a friendly rivalry to see 
which succeeds in having the largest 
number initiated, the losing team to 
banquet tbe winning team.

Flames of an unknown origin de- 
stroyed 8t Angnatine'a dinreb in JeHer- 
aonville on Wedneaday night. The loss 
is estimated at $40,000, with |28,000 in- 
surance. The fire when first discovered 
was in the tower and more than twenty 
feet above tl;e p:(veineMt. The fire de- 
partment was imnie<liatelv simimoned, 
but when it arrived the flames had gained 
such headway that the firemen were 
powerless to prevent the destruction of 
the stately church edifice, end confined 
their eflocto to preventing tbe nprsad of 
the flaaus to adjoiaing bnUdlaga. 
Within an boor after the fire was dis- 
covered the roof fdl ia. Nothiagaow 
stands but the ruined walls. 

Aside from the monetary loss, the de- 
struction of ths church works an incal- 
culable damage to the Rev. Father John 
O'Connell and his parishioners. I'astor 
and people were justly proud of their 
church and were continually working to 
beautify it. They had just expended 
li-l.OOO in having iU interior freaooed. 
The acafllolding waa to. have been re- 
moved oa ^Wednesday. 1b» work of 
painting and decorating had been hurried 
through in order that the church would 
present a beautiful spectacle on Christ- 
mas. Now tbe bright expectations of 
Father O'Connell and his people have 
been blotted out. The fire means years 
of work and inconvenience. It was 
more than a home for the majority of 
the hnmble pariabionera. Many who 
saw the fire and were unable to aave the 
church from destruction bad been bap- 
tized within ita sacred_ walls; badjmade 
Tlieir first holy comtnunlon there; prob- 
ably they had been married there, or had 
taken their patents there en route to the 
grave. With such hallowed memories 
many stood and wept. 

Chief Filmore Tyson, of tbe Louisville 
fire department, waa appealed to for as- 
sistance aad hurried to Jefferaonville 
with aa eaglae, reel aad hook aad ladder 
compaay, aad although the trip was 
made in thirty minutes, the fire had 
gained such headw.iy tlmt tbe work of 
the additional firemen was fruitless. The 
redory and school house adjoining the 
ehnrch were scorched and will have to be 
repainted. 

St Augustine's congregation was an 
offshoot from St. Anthony'a. The latter 
was made np largely of Germane origin- 
ally, and about the year 1860 tbe Eng- 
lish-speaking contingent had grown ao 
large that it became necessary to erect 
another church. The people set to work 
with a will and for three years collected 
and saved funds, so that when the cornet - 
stone was blessed on October 8, IHtiM, the 
new congregation thought they saw their 
way clear to completing and payiug for 
their church. The right Rev. Martin 
John Spslding, <A Louisville, prescbed 
the sermon on that occsdon. Hsrd times 
kept bade the work and the church waa nqt 
completed and dedicated until 1868. In 
December of that year the Rev. Father 
Ernest Audran, a young priest from 
Vincennes, was sent to take charge of 
the new church. For more than thirty 
years he labored among the people. He 
found tbe church jflu,0()0 in debt. After 
years of work he succeeiied in liquidating 
tbis debt, and he also built a handsome 
parochial school and later the rectory. 
On the death of Father Andran, three 
years sgo, fsther O'Conndl snoceeded to 
the pestoratc. Uke hia predeceasor. 
Father O'Connell bu been a faithful 
servant of his {>eople and his every effort 
has been strained to beautify the church. 
And now the work of years has been laid 
low and only broken walls stand in place 
of St. Augurtiue's church.

Cardinal Gibbons, the bead of theCath 
oHc church in .\merica, has announced 
his opposition to the ssveatshop system 
Tbis pernicious evil has long been fought 
by the labor unions, and at timea the 
oppodtion bas met with more or less 
success. The stand taken by Cardinal 
Gibbona will no doubt have wldeapread 
influence. In his sermon lad Sunday 
the Cardinal took aa bis text: "Am I my 
brother's keeper. " Hessidinpart: 

"My purpo.se today, dear brethren, is 
not to commend to you indiscriminate 
charity, hut my aim is to set before you 
a special cla.ss of persons in this city that 
you may help to improve their condition, 
to redress their grievances and enable 
them to earn, by thdr industry and hon 
edy, a comfortable livdthood. To come 
to the point, there ia a daaa of persons 
in Baltimore, and in other large dtiea, 
who are employed by proprietors of large 
clothing establishments. Some of these 
workers are employed in the stores, 
others iiiiike garments in their own 
homes and bring them to the establish- 
ments. Many of these workers, men and 
women, are compelled to toil in sweat- 
shops, of which there are eighteen in one 
section of this city, which are contracted 
in space and poorly lighted and venti- 
lated. They are overworked end under- 
paid. After a careful investigation I 
have discovered that after lalioring for 
six days, at teu or twelve hours a day, 
their weekly compensation amounts to 
|ti or $>i. And with this pittance they 
have to pay for rent, food aud clothing 
and other expenses incident to fam- 
ily life. You can encourage and co- 
operate with that excellent sodety exist- 
ing here aad elsewhere called tbe Con- 
sumers' Leegue. It is com p os e d of 
women zedons in works of charity, and 
and has dready acoompliahed a great 
deal in improving the condition of theae 
oppressed toilers an<l of estabUahing 
happier aud juster relation between them 
and their employers."

With the cannons booming on 
Arsenal Hill, and amid pkndiU of 
thotuands Oomnor J. Crippa 

Wickliffe Beckham for the third 
lime took the oath of oflSce as Chief 
Executive of the Commonwealth 
of Keotttdcy on Tticaday. It was 
neither a party nor a partisan affair 
this inauguration. Every section 
of the State was represented by 
loyid dtiiens. who were present to 
do honor to a young man who had 
been chosen to administer the affairs 
of the State during the next four 
ycus. 

Gov. Beekbsm has served the 
State faithfully and well in the 
past, and he promises to do even 
better in the future. The only 
crime, if crime it can be called, 
that his enemies have urged against 
him, is that be ia a young man. 
He bss been beld up to ridicule in 
press and forum as the "The Boy 
Governor." Yet listen to this, 
the first paragraph of bis address, 
delivered on the occasion of his 
recent inauguration: 

"Before tliis magnificent gather- 
ing of representative Kentuckians 
I take today, for the third time, 
the oath of oflRce as Governor of 
this great Commonwealth. With 
uplifted hand, with a heart pro- 
foundly touched by the immense 
responsibilities of the occasion and 
with an unshaken faith in the ben- 
efident providence of a merciful 
God. I again give promise to the 
people of my native State that for 
the next four years I shall see, so 
far as it is in the power of the Chief 
Executive, that your laws are 
faithfully and honestly enforced. 
Habit has not decreased my rever- 
ence for the sanctity of this oath 
for. if pQMiUe, I feel more than 
ever its p^ravity and importance 
and I fully realize that I owe to 
the good and parous people, who 
have so honored and trusted me, a 
greater obligation than ever before 
The satisfactory fulfillment of this 
obligation is the only ambition be 
fore me. That four years from 
now I may transfer to a successor 
this high office, with our SUte 
peaceful and proqieroua, with its 
people happy and contented, is the 
earnest prayer which today goes up 
to heaven from my grateful heart 

That is neither the hmguage nor 
sentiment of a boy. It is the spon- 
Uneous utterance of a manly heart, 
a heart filled with the love of his 
people and his State. He manfully 
testifies to his faith in God and to 
his hope for a continuation of 
God's blessings. His only ambi 
tion is to fulfill the will of the peo 
pie. With such such a Christian con- 
fidence in the Almighty, and with 
such a worthy ambition, his admin 
latration should be a moat ausj^- 
dons one. 

This is the third time that Gov 
Beckham has taken the oath of 
office. First, immediately after 
the death of Gov. Goebel; second, 
when he was elected to fill the re- 
mainder of Gov. Ooebd's unez- 
I^red term; and now, when he 
enters upon his own term of four 
years. He is still the youngest 
Oovemor Kcntudiy has ever had, 
and for the first time in ninety -two 
years the predecessor of Ken- 
tucky's Governor was not hand to 
oongratukte his succesaor.

Peter's. Pope Pius X. celebrated his 
mass in one of the numerous chapels. 
In Louisville the feaat was more generally 
obaerved than usual, crowds filling the 
various churches at all of the masses snd 
again at veapers in the evening.

While Ireland is known aa the Isle of 
Sainta it may not be generally known 
that Ulatcr, the "Blade North/' baa 

given many precnus and bright orna- 
menta to the church. It was in Ulster 
that St. Patrick caUblMied tha fiiat 
Archd i ocaaa, the Sea of Armai^, in tha 
year 445 A. D., or thlrtaea ycara after 
his coming to Ireland as an apostle. 
Donegal was the birth place of St. 
Coluinbkille, the Dove of the church. 

In the year A. D. 885 Maelhrigid Mac- 
Dornan, Abbot of Derry and Bishop of 
Rapboe, of regal lineage, being the 
thirteenth in descent from Ntal the 
Great, was tranalated from Rapboe to 
the See of Armagh. 

ThiaBiahop, we an told, waa a maa of 
"naoommoa eraditloB" ajid waa alyled 
the "ornaaient of Bnrope" and alao a 
man of Inflexible justice. He was in- 
variably chosen by the princes and chiefs 
of his country as their common umpire 
in every private »iul yo)itija.l-G»(!ltC«*r 
instance of the benevolence of this 
•iscellent man is recorded by the annal- 
ists, as we are told in the year 908 he 
traveled to a reaiote part of*Ulatar to 
liberate a captive Btitaia from daTery. 
On the Paaat of Paptecoat in the year 880 
a tnmnlt waa caused ia Anaagh by 
Addid MacLaigne, King of Ulidia 
(Down), and Tiatlibert MaoMurchara, 
Prince of Oileach, of the family of the 
O'Nials," The former at the head of the 
Ulidians, the latter at the head of those 
Cinel Eoghain (Tyrone;, disturbing the 
public tranqailitv. At all events the 
contest was quelled and peace reatored by 
the interpodtion of the Primate Mael- 
brigia, who deemed it aeceaaary to pun- 
ish the diipBtaata by malcting tha offend- 
ing UUdiaaa in a fiae of two hnndred 
oxen and caused six of the most active 
ringleaders to be executed on the gallows. 
Exactly Id a similar manner he punished 
the opposing faction, the clan Cinel 
Eoghain. 

The city of Armagh waa four times 
plundered during MacDornan's primacy 
—first by the Mormana of Dnblio, 890, 
under thieir chief Olnaiam, who damol- 
iabad the dty, raaad aararal boir adificea 
and then withdrew, taking with them 710 
captivea. Again, in the year 893, the 
city was stormed and robbed by the Nor- 
mans of Lough l''<,yle, who again hostilely 
revisited it in the year S'J.S and pillaged 
the city. The Nomians again, under the 
chieftaincy of Godfrid O'Himbair, sacked 
the dty, though not the Cathedral, in the 
year 919. During Madbrigu'a primacy 
CormaA MacCnillenan beqaaathad to 
tha Abbey of Anaagh tweaty-foar oaacea 
of gold aad twaaty-fonr oaacea of rflver, 
a very considerable sum, when we take 
into account the value of money at tbat 
period. Maelbrigia MacDornan departed 
this life ou February '2:2, 927, after pre- 
siding over tha Sea for a pcrid of f<ifty- 
two yeara. 

Ia tha year A. D. 1 175 Gilbert O'Caran 
waa promoted from the Blahopric of 
Rapboe to the ArchUahopric of Anaagh, 
and waa oaa of the aabacriUag witaeaaes 
toa diaftar of confirmation of the poaaes- 
aiona of the Abbey of Newry, made by 
Maurice MacLocblin, King of Ireland, 
about the year 1160. He is therein 
called the Bishop of Tirconncl. The rights 
granted by this charter to the Abbot 
Bishop of this institution are now invested 
in the Earl of Kilmorey, who is styled 
Lord Abbot of the exempt jurisdiction of 
Newry and Moume. Gilbert, who, we 
are told, waa a pious and learned man, 
made a Hbaral grant of the town of 
BallybaduU to St. Mary'a Abbey, near 
Dunlin. Ha died in the year 1180, after 
governing the See for the short apace of 
five years. Patrick O'Scanlain, a Domin- 
ican friar and Bi-ihop of Raphoe, was 
elected to the primacy by the Chapter 
of Armagh, under a license granted by 
King Henry III. on February 27, 1261. 
The King confirmed his election, which 
was ratified by Pope Urban in a bull 
dated November 6, 1261. Primate 
O'Scanlain convened a provincial aynod 
at Drogbeda January 18, IMS. aomc of 
whoae decreea are atill extant, bdng 
aaaiated by the anffragan bishop of 
the see, and by aooa of tboae of the 
province of Tnam, aa aabject to the 
See of Anaagh, by primatial right. 



catlicdral churches, the Privy Council, 
and several of the principal njen of the 
kingdom added eclat and dignity to this 
synod by their presence. In November, 
1263 Pope Urban issued a bull addressed 
to Primate O'Scanlain in which he con- 
flrmed tha digaity of the Primacy of all 
Irelaad to tha See of Araugh. in the 
foUowiag tenaa: "Aftot tha example of 
Popa. Cel aat i B, oar endceaaaor, we, by 
onr apostolic anthorfty, confirm to you 
and your succes.sors the primacy of all 
Ireland, which it is well knowu your 
preilecessors have held firm and unshaken 
till this time, decreeing that all the aich- 
bishops and bishops of Ireland and other 
prelates thereof shall alwaya pay to yon 
and yoor aucoeasors all obedience and 
reverenoa aa to their primate." O'Scaa- 
lain repaired aad greatly haaatlfia^ tba 
cathedral at Armagh, aad foaadad a house 
of Prandscan Mlnoritiea in that dty. 
He is styled "in Octavian's Registry" as 
the sixty-eighth archbishop after St. Pat- 
rick who had presided over the see. He 
died on the 10th of March, 1270, after 
ruling the aee for a period of nine years, 
at St.Leonard's Abbey, near Dnndalk, 
and waa interred in the convent of his 
order at Oaamathalba.

Here will be found eomething 
wanting in the managemfint, perhaps 
mlea too rigidly enforced or service in- 
dicating compulaory compliance inatead 
of vdnntary co-opantion. A diopping 
tour throagh tha laiga atora districts will 
aoon reveal thaaa and other atora char- 
acteriatics to the obaervant yoang womaa 
and when she seeks a podtion she will 
often, with good judgment, accept a 
small salary in the l)etter store and soon 
demonstrate her ability, if she be pos- 
sessed of it, to hold a more remunerative 
position. The home life of the Catholic 
young woman ia generally reflected in 
her condud in the store aad tha reflec- 
tion ia nanaUy creditable." 

Now every word of thia ia aa true of 
the Catholic girla in I,oniaville depart- 
ment Irtorea aa in dmilar atorea in other 
and larger dties. We might add that a 
large number of the shop girls in Louis- 
ville are of Irish descent as well as 
Catholic. It is a well known fact tbat 
the great majority of our ahop girls are 
beautifnl, beautiful not in a self-conscious 
way, bnt in a modest and unassuming 
manner and tha parity of thdr charaders 
as reflected ia their conateaaacea. These 
young women do aot fed that it is a 
disgrace to have to work in a dore. 
Instead they condder it a privilege snd 
an honor to do something to aid the 
world's progress. Many of these Catholic 
girls have not only to clothe and feed 
themselves, but also have to contribute 
to the support of a widowed mother and 
orphan brothers and siders. Often, yes, 
too ofter, these girls are the only support 
of the family. And yet they bear thdr 
burdena chaarfnlly and heartily enter 
into the aplrit of doing good, of lidng 
for the sake of others. Thdr atore lives 
make them no stranger to domestic or 
sodal requirements. Many of them are 
gifted with high intellectual attainments, 
accomplished musicians, experts with the 
needle and good housekeepers. 

This same writer telle ua, and his ex- 
perience is the same aa that of managers 
of Louisville stores, that theae Catholic 
girla to ha oadnl moat not be Catholics 
in nam* oaly. Tha Catholic young 
woaiaa who is most exad in the observ- 
ance of her religious duties ia a more 
faithful and consdentious worker than 
the one who fails to practice the religion 
she professes to believe. 

The most successful Catholic young 
woman in the large store is one who 
enters upon a busineaa career with a firm 
determination to perform faithfully what- 
ever duties are required in her podtion, 
and in thdr performance to adhere to tba 
line of conduct which aba haa bean taught 
from her earlied yeara to follow. She 
can always be true to her teaching imd at 
the same time achieve the bigbci^t mua.s- 
ure of success. She will fiud a contrary 
course more of a hindrance than a help 
i to her progress. She should not grumble 
I at the outset if her work seems a task, 
but she should endeavor to like the eni- 
ploymentahe haa chosen and persevere in 
it until it becomes a pleasure to her. Her 
faculty of adapting heradf to her envlron- 
menta will go a long way toward lighten- 
ing her labora, and here it may be add tbat 
the adaptability alone will often accom- 
plish aMne thaa axperieace without adapt- 
ability. Bat whatever her occupation, 
ahe will find that ooartcay, neatness.
